What Price 
Theft?

A student working on a final project walked up to a CSUS 
reference librarian last week with a distressed look on his face and 
a printout of magazine references in his hand. All of the references 
were missing. 

Magazine theft and mutilation is a frustraung experience for 
students and librarians, CSUS Library officials agree. However, 
there is no record of how often the violations occur, no definite 
tigure of the total replacement cost, no effecuve method of 
prevention, no penalty for the violauon and no quick soluuon for 
the student who needs the article. 

“There are so many different variables involved that any 
number given would be erroneous,” Jennifer Ware, serials librar- 
ian, said Wednesday. 

All lost, misplaced and battered magazines are replaced along 
with stolen and mutilated magazines, Ware said, making it 
impossible to distinguish between the two calegones. 

The library budgets a total of $5,000 per year for replacement 
issues of magazines, Ware said. Fred Batt, Associate University 
Librarian for Public Service, said the Library probably 
spends over $10,000 each year to replace books 
and magazines. 

Batt said all magazines and micro- 
fiche will be stored in a single

The policy states that “the presence in 
the military environment of persons who 
engage in homosexual conduct or who, by 
their statements, demonstrate a propensity 
to engage in homosexual conduct, sen-

In a written statement to The Hornet, 
CSUS President Donald Gerth said, “it is 
my intention to be an active participant in 
urging the president of the United States 
and the Congress of the United States to 
alter this policy.” 

A representauve from Campus NOW 
presented the CSUS senate with a petition 
containing 400 signatures to ban the ROTC 
from campus until the policy is changed. 

Campus NOW President Jennifer Par- 
sons said Monday, “We feel that any or- 
ganization that discriminates against any 
group shouldn't be allowed on campus.”

*The lack of ethnic integration in newsrooms to mirror chang- | 
ing demographics in the nation is one of journalism’s most challeng- 
ing probiems. 

San Francisco State University opened its Center for Integration 
and Improvement of Journalism this year. It was created to assist the 
profession in reaching ethnic integration of the nation’s newsrooms 
in the same proportion as ethnic composition of the U.S. population 
by the year 2000. 

Director Jon Funabiki, a reporter and editor at The San Diego 
Union since 1973 and alumnus of San Francisco State, describes the 
Center as “the most comprehensive and aggressive project of its 
kind.” 

Under Funabiki’s leadership, the journalism department will cre- 
ate a series of model programs that can greatly increase the gradu- 
ation, recruitment, placenfent and retention of young, ethnic minor- 
ity journalists. 

In most recent survey of newspaper newsrooms, ethnic minority 
journalists constituted 7.5 percent of the workforce. Of all daily 
newspapers in the nation, 54 percent have never hired an ethnic

Batt, who has been a librarian 
at six other schools, said the Uni- 
versity of Oklahoma would initi- 
ale criminal prosecution and pub- 
licize the name of any person 
caught stealing or npping pages 
Out of magazines. 

Batt said he believes visual 
security guards patrolling the 
aisles where the magazines are 





located would serve as a deter- 
rent. He said he would also like to 
see security Cameras installed in 
the new Library addition. 

But if a person is desperate or 
intent on stealing all or part of a 
magazine, he or she will find a 
way to take what they want, Batt 
and other librarians said. 

The only clear solution to get- 
tng a copy of the missing article, 
other than going to another h- 
brary, is to use the Inter Library 
Loan process. 

The CSUS Library is connected 
via computer to other libraries 
nationally, and internationally, 
according to Ware, who uses the 
system for serials searches regu- 
larly. The search process, how- 
ever, can take from three days to 
several weeks, depending on 
availability. 

In the meantime, students wait 
at their own expense. 

“Violaters may think they are 
ripping off the establishment, but 
my paycheck keeps coming,” said 
McClure. “The people they are 
hurting are other students.”

Sharon Weaver said she has 
taken the Entry Level Mathemat- 
ics test 15 times during the past 
five years but has yet to pass it. 

“I’m supposed to graduate this 
semester. | get to go through the 
ceremony, but I won't get my 
diploma,” she said. 

This summer, she will take the 
ELM again, and then must fulfill 
the quantitative reasoning require- 
ment if she passes the test. 

Although Weaver's case is rare, 
60 percent of students who take 
the ELM do not pass it on a given 
attempt, according to Director of 
Admissions Larry Glasmire. 
Those students have the option of 
taking learning skills classes for a 
semester before retaking the test. 

However, freshmen who score 
in the lowest percentile are re- 
quired to take at least one learning 
skills class. Students must pass 
the ELM before they can enroll in 
a quantitative reasoning course, 
which is a general education re- 
quirement. One-third of incom- 
ing students are exempt from 
taking the ELM. 

“I’ve spent more than $200 on 
test fees and tutors; I’ ve taken the 
learning skills classes twice,” said 
Weaver. 

Mathematics learning skills 
courses are designed to further

prepare students for the ELM, 
which is composed of elementary 
algebra, arithmeuc and geometry. 
The options available are either a 
lecture/lab or a tutorial class. The 
success rate for students passing 
the ELM after taking the learning 
skills classes is more than 70 per- 
cent, according to Coordinator of 
Mathematics Roberta Gehrmann. 

Once students qualify for quan- 
titative reasoning, they still must 
take a diagnostic exam for most 
courses to determine whether they 
have the skills to satisfactorily 
complete the course. If students 
do not pass the diagnostic exam, 
they cannot take the course. The 
only class without a diagnostic 
exam that fulfills general educa- 
tion requirements is Math 1, but 
students must still pass the ELM 
to enroll. 

In contrast, the English Place- 
ment Test is taken only once. The 
EPT determines each student's 
level of reading and writing. Based 
on their scores, students register 
for the course most appropriate to 
their ability level. The students 
must pass their assigned course 
and then move on to the next level, 
ultimately reaching and passing 
English 1A, which is also a gen- 
eral education requirement. 

Twenty-five percent of students 
are exempt from taking the EPT, 
and 55 percent of students taking 
it start somewhere below English 
1A, either in Learning Skills 12, 
15 or in English 1. After complet- 


ing the course, students must take 
and pass an essay exam before 
moving on to the next level. 

Weaver feels the ELM scoring 
should work like EPT scoring. A 
student should take the test once, 
fall into a category, pass the re- 
quired class and move on, with 
the opportunity to appeal if you 
fail the final exam. 

She said she “does fine on the 
in-class practice tests,” which are 
40 questions in a 75-minute time 
period. The ELM, however, is 65 
questions in the same amount of 
tume. 

“There's not enough time to 
think about what you’re doing — 
no time to check things over. 
Another 10 minutes would be 
OK,” she said. “I go into the test 
(ELM), knowing I have to pass to 
graduate. There’s just too much 
pressure.” 

Senior Sandra Murphy feels 
that pressure was a problem for 
her when she took the EPT. Her 
test registration card listed the 
wrong time, and when she arrived 
at the testing center at Sonoma 
State University, the test was al- 
ready over. 

“I had to take the test alone, 
and they timed it wrong so I had to 
start twice,” said Murphy. She 
feels that she could have done 
better if the circumstances were 
different. “I missed it (English 
1A) by only a couple of points,” 
she said. 

During the first week of class, 
students take an additional read-

ing and writing exam. If the test 
score shows that a student is above 
that particular skill level, he or she 
can be moved up to the appropri- 
ate course. However, the EPT is 
usually a very effective platement 
tool, says Professor Stephanie 
Tucker. Only one or two students 
a semester are moved up. 

Murphy feeis that she did not 
get any real benefits from English 
1. “The main differences are that 
English 1 moves a little slower 
and English 1A grades a little 
harder,” she said. “I didn’t learn 
anything in English } that I didn’t 
already know.” 

If students have any questions, 
doubts or problems with the EPT 
or their classwork, they should 
talk to someone, said Tucker. “We 
care about how well they are writ- 
ing.” 

Students can be moved into a 
different class if they are uncom- 
fortable at their current work level, 
but they are never encouraged or 
forced to move backward. 

We can explain why a student 
is placed in a particular class by 
reviewing his or her EPT score, 
said Tucker. If students feel they 
should be in a more advanced 
class, the essay portion of the EPT 
will be the determining factor. 

Murphy feels that the mechan- 
ics of English 1 do not give stu-

dents a positive attitude. “It’s 
graded pass/fail, so you really 
don’t have any idea how well 
you're doing. You pass the class, 
then find out you have to pass an 
essay exam in order to go on to 
English 1A,” she said. “I felt pres- 
sured because if I didn’t pass, I 
thought I would have w take 
English 1 again. I was nervous. | 
knew I had the ability to take 1A, 
but I wondered about doing all 
those other papers when actually 
passing depends (essentially) on 
one essay.” 

if a student does not pass the 
essay exam to move up to English 
1A, itis possible to go through an 
appeals process if the instructor 
feels the final essay was not in- 
dicative of that student’s usual 
work. 

Beginning next semester, the 
appeals process will change. 
Everyone who fails the final essay 
will have their semester work 
reviewed. This new process will 
take the stress off the instructor. 

“Instuctors won't have to 
wonder if they didn’t appeal 
someone that they should have 
(appealed),” said Tucker. “It will 
give everyone an equal chance.”

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Film Student Makes

CSUS student Michael Sustrck will 
begin filming his original music video, 
“Animals,” today. A filma and art major, 
Sustnck will receive nine independent study 
units apon completion of the video — which 
he organized, partially funded, and will 
film and edit.

I applaud The Hornet for publishing the 
special AIDS insert but, unfortunately the 
content is deplorable. The comic pages deal 
with a young woman who used IV drugs. 
But most CSUS students don’t use drugs. 
What they do is have sex. And it’s sex that 
presents CSUS students with the risk of 
exposure to AIDS. 

The back page message from US Public 
Health Service perpetuates the myth that 
the risk of acquiring AIDS is increased if 

, you have sex with more than one person. 
But it’s not the number of partners that puts 
people at risk. It just takes one sex act with 


one infected person to catch it — just one 
un-safe sex act. 

Only Curtis Clarkson’s frontpiece ad- 
dresses the point that every sexually active 
person is potentially at risk if they don’t use 
condoms. Only he never uses the word 
condom. In fact the word condom never 
appears anywhere in the paper. Instead 
Clarkson advises readers to “learn how to 
protect ourselves.” Instead of asking read- 
ers to learn how, why not just come right out 
and say “To protect yourself, use a rubber.” 

Repeat after me: Use a condom every 
time you have sex. Use a condom every 
time you have sex. Got it? 


Of course, I’ve read the stacks of re- 
search papers that report that most college 
students wouldn’t be caught dead using 
condoms. And I know why. If the woman 
suggests the man use a condom he’ ll think 
she’s “accused” him of being gay or bisex- 
ual. And if her date comes prepared, she’s 
apt to think — “Is this guy some kind of 
‘switch hitter?’” So, rather than have any- 
body think you might be gay, most college 
students would rather risk their lives, risk 
dying from brain destroying cancer, lung 
destroying pneumocystis carni pneumonia, 
or from a particularly ugly skin disease 
called kaposi sarcoma. “Better die than 


have anybody think you're a fag.” Right? 

Is that really true? Are you really willing 
to risk your life protecting your image as a 
heterosexual? Are you willing to let your 
fear of what homophobic acquaintances 
might say endanger your life? If having 
unsafe sex is the only way you can prove 
you're straight — you're in trouble. Big 
trouble. 

Still, a lot of people say condoms spoil 
sex. So, what the hell, don’t use a rubber, 
enjoy “killer sex” while you still can.

The Associated Student Inc. 
elections for the 1990/91 aca- 
demic year were held the week of 
April 23-27. Unfortunately, the 
timing of the election, the chain of 
events combined with the failure 
of The Hornet tw report objec- 
tively has resulted in one of the 
poorest campaigns in recent elec- 
uon years. The result is that there 
are not any true winners and the 
loser is an increased misunder- 
standing and unrest on the CSUS 
campus among the students. 

The intention of this particular 
letter is to point out some of the 
improprieties of the election

which have up to this point been 
swept under the rug perhaps in 
hopes that the majority of the stu- 
dent body remains apathetic to the 
entire process. This is not the 
consensus of the students I have 
spoken to who are very enthusias- 
tic tO maintain an accountability 
which the ASI board of directors 
is in dire need of. 

As a candidate for the Arts and 
Science position and a member of 
the Responsible to Education 
with Accountable Leadership 
(REAL), | reiterate a brief list 
violations of the ASI elections 
according to the formal complaint 
we filed on May 4, 1990. 


First, we believe the conscious 
decision to conduct the elections 
during Greek Week was funda- 
mentally unfair and violates the 
anti-discrimination clause of the 
bylaws of the Associated Students 
of CSUS. The bylaws provide that 
there shall be no implied form of 
discrimination in the activities of 
the Associated Students. 

Second, the agency retained by 
the university and student asso- 
ciation breached its duties and 
responsibilities, by hiring im- 
properly trained and improperly 
supervised temporary workers to 
conduct the election. Many of the 
workers were unfamiliar with the 


voting process established. On the 
first day of the election the work- 
ers did not have the proper books 
to check off students’ names and 
to verify student social security 
numbers. As a result over 200 
students voted in the wrong major 
and there was voter fraud which is 
absolutely unacceptable. 

We are requesting that due to 
these and other impropricties, the 
entire election be aborted. Interim 
officers should be appointed and a 
new election held in the fall 1990 
semester. In addition we have 
ordered a recounting of the baliots 
and reverification of the signa- 
tures on signed ballots. 


Th preceding violations of the 
election code has caused the 
REAL slate to lose the full value 
of their voting rights and has 
caused us to lose all the benefits 
associated with winning and 
holding elective office in the AS 
governing body. We simply want 
justice to prevail for the benefit of 
all of us who pay our fees and have 
a right to decide who will govern 
in our student body.

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Everything started in December of 1969 
with a meeting of 13 male homosexuals. No 
“crutches” were in use — no dark light, no 
booze, no dope, no gay-bar gaity. The 
humbie effort of the courageous people laid 
a foundation for one of the first gay clubs on 
a campus in Northern Califormia. Organ- 
ized at Sacramento State College, the first 
meeting evolved into a club named “The 
Society for Homosexual Freedom,” which 
a year later, in 1970, was changed into a 
“Sacramento State College Gay Libera- 
tion,” and in mid ’70, with a new status for 
a college as a university, into the Gay & 
Lesbian Alliance of Sacramento. Now, af- 
ter 21 years of functioning, GLAS is a 
recognized organization at CSUS, with 
2,509 people on the mailing membership 
list, 80 people regularly attending meetings 
and more than 300 atiending the meeting 
from time-to-ume. 

The everyday practice of the club, of 
course, has changed during 21 years; how- 
ever the general principles remain the 
same: to meet the needs of gay men and 
lesbian women at all levels of their sexual 
and personal development. The founding 
father of the club, CSUS professor Martin 
Rogers recalis, “In the early years, the 
group tended to be more politically on- 
ented. Everybody was caught up with the 
civil rights struggle. The prime interest was 
to, take a political stand and be visible; 
secondary — meet social needs of member- 
ship.” 

When Dudiey Swim, a Reagan ap- 
pointee to the California State College 
Board« ~“rustees, heard that a gay libera- 
tion group was forming on one of the state 
college campuses, he spewed forth an 
immediate indictment of “that cesspool 
down there.” Thankfully, the time an active 
affirmative action belongs to the past, says 
Rogers, and now the trend in the club is 
predominantly toward meeting social 
needs of members. 

“People with social needs are far more 
numerous than those who want to be politi- 
cal activists. In the past two years, with the 
social emphasis in the group, we see the 
membership has swelled. The social activi- 
ties include potlucks, chocolate-cafe par- 
ties, small group discussions and sporting 
competitions. Basically, most of the people 
come to the organization to meet other 
people. Now, there are lots of organizations 
that can meet the needs of political activists 
(these organizations did not exist in the 
beginning) which also explains the social 
shift in the organization.” 

The other prominent feature of the club, 
according to Rogers, is its protectiveness. 
“We still experience bigotry on the cam- 
pus,” he says. “We often see flyers attached 
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by Peter Wilson 


to boards like ‘Gay Rights Are Neither Gay 
Nor Right.’ All fliers have to be approved, 
the people who do this never seek approval, 
of course.” 

Rogers continued to explain the impor- 
tance of a protective club. “A few years, a 
student going to a meeting got into an 
elevator with two other CSUS students. 
They asked him whether he was going t0 a 
‘gay meeting.’ He answered and they beat 
him up. Therefore, club has to be protec- 
tive. The membership lists are not pub- 
lished, leaders do not put demands to be 
more public and sit in GLAS booth in the 
quad in the beginning of the semester. No 
demand to march in the parade if they don’t 
want to. GLAS is protective of its members 
and needs w be private unlike other campus 


only place on the 
CSUS campus where 
“interested parties” 
can learn about them- 
selves, about their 
peers and sometimes 
about their relatives 
and parents. In 1970, 
Rogers also started a 
psychology class, 
“Homosexuality,” 
which beat all popu- 
larity records the first 
semester. 

“At the beginning 
top number of en- 
rolled was 25, but ac- 
tually there were 75 
students as most were not enrolled. It was 
really hard to accommodate everybody,” he 
says. 

Rogers says that it was the first homo- 
sexuality class in Northern California. 
Students sometimes drove 50 miles to go to 
class. The majority was openly gay or 
coming out. Currently, the class has 25 
students and twice as many students re- 
questing — there are just not enough seats. 
Some have to wait for three semester to get 
into. Students are different, some have gay 
relatives or gay mother or father. Also there 
are some students who are going t be 
mental health care providers, and they take 
the class because they have to know how to 
work with homosexual people. 

Rogers recalls that at first the class was 
regarded as curiosity. “People would walk 
in and stare. Now the class is treated matter- 
of-factly. However, there are still some 
students who would like to take it, but dare 
not to because of transcripts in the report 
sheet.” 

The club has done a great job, concludes 
Rogers, who says it is hard to underestimate

the results. “Earlier the typical gay student 
was much more secretive, much less dis- 
closing, had fewer friends and support from 
people. The gay people on CSUS campus 
were more isolated. Currently gay and les- 
bians are more open, more willing to sit in 
California Suite, and have a lot more sup- 
port on campus.” 

That is the psychology of it. Here’s what 
it’s all about. 

It is 8:10 p.m., Thursday. A regular 
meeting of GLAS starts in 20 minutes and 
the California Suite is getting gradually 
filled with people. John Anderson, 24, an 
imternational relations major, removes his 
glasses and rubs the finals-week stress from 
his face. “The club is the only place where 
I feel myself — actual John Anderson not 
the one society made me of,” ventures 
Anderson. “Gays have always had a role in 
every group and society but they’ ve had to 
watch their p’s and 
q’s. You can go only 
so far and that's an 
insult of tolerance, as 
opposed to accep- 
tance.” 


GLAS provides 
social acceptance 
and that is most im- 
portant, he says. 
“GLAS is not only a 
rap-group where you 
can meet interesting 
people, we invite 
guest speakers, play 
social games, go hik- 
ing, Organize pot- 

ofe- lucks, conduct sport 

competitions, and of 

course, the Thursday's acme — traditional 
outing in Chocolate Ripples.” 

“People are wonderful here, I met my 
best friends,” says Jennifer Greenman, 
joining the conversation. “This is a big 
family. I really made friends for life. GLAS 
helps to go through school and it has built 
my personality as a lesbian and a person. It 
is a great support group for me.” 

Greenman is a very attractive woman in 
her very early twenties with an ambition to 
be a writer. Now Greenman puts to work 
her creativeness being a part of the commit- 
tee that runs GLAS organization. “We are 
trying to get more women involved, getting 
equal amount of both sexes in the commu- 
nity,” she says. 

Brian Polejes, 28, a graduate student in 
government, shares Greenman’s concern. 
“The group is short on women,” he says. 
“We can do better work on lesbian out- 
reach. So, I think, we need more women in 


Gwyn DeAmaral, 24, majoring in psy- 
chelogy and gerontology, a leader of the 
group, does not have to worry about a low 
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number of male participants, though he has 
his point, too. “We try to encourage people 
to commit to the group and develop a sense 
of community. The group can only be 
strong as the members commitment. With- 
out commitment there would be no group, 
you have to bring something in. We try to 
socialize, we provide a chance to get in 
touch with each other, with peers, gay 
community at large. If people commit — 
they have a recourse. A gay bar doesn’t give 
this. This is a chance to interact.” 

DeAmaral recalls that when he was 
coming out at school, he was very isolated. 
“Had I a group like GLAS, it would have 
been much easier, so I try to help people to 
find those who are in the same situation.” 

“Being gay in a closed society,” contin- 
ues DeAmaral, “can be painful enough and 
lonely and often times some individuals 
seek unhealthy areas to find support. GLAS 
is able to serve as a positive area of support 
to help individuals during their personal 
acceptance of themselves.” 

GLAS embraces and accommodates 
everybody who is open to friendship. At a 
regular meeting one can meet students from 
Sacramento City College, American River 
College, UC Davis and McGeorge Law 
School. 

Peter Hali, 26, a student at Sacramento 
City College, is one of the oldest members 
(or supporters) of GLAS. “T started coming 
here because there was no gay group in City 
College,” says Hall. “This is my fifth se- 
mester here; two-and-one-half -years alto- 
gether. GLAS has a real positive gay atti- 
tude, and I like the comradery in the club — 
people become friends, we are just ¢x- 
tended family.” 

Gay students at CSUS are not limited in 
their social life only to GLAS. Last summer 
a group of CSUS students started a Deita 
Lambdg Phi fraternity. De Amaral, aGLAS 
leader, explains the difference between the 
two groups. “The only difference we see — 
that fraternity tends to select its members, 
whereas we accept all. We are open to 
everyone — this is what we are all about. 
The fraternity is geared more tocollege-age 
students. Delta Lambda Phi helps to pro- 
vide college experience to gay students 
because if they were in a regular fraternity 
they would be harassed. Delta Lambda Phi 
gives them college experience as a frater- 
nity.” 

Steven Naugle, 22, a “frat-boy” further 
elaborates on the nature of the fraternity: 
“We are more of a brotherhood. We know 
more about each other. In fraternity we 
think of each other as brother. In GLAS 
they think of each other as a friend. It's 
more as a family, we are just like siblings. 
GLAS is an open organization. It is open for 
men and women, and not only for Sac State

“Ben has changed in the last five 
months,” said Brian.

too, is elected to a lofty position of 
power. 

“He’s hard-working 2nd commit- 
ted, even though he’s really new in 
the political process,” says Enc 
Daniels, a legislative assistant for 
Assemblyman Eric Seastrand, 
president of Sacramento County 
Young Republicans and a fellow 
worker with Pettengill on Pete 
Wilson’s gubernatorial campaign. 
“He’s still naive, but he shows prin- 
ciples and conviction in not com- 
promising his values.” 

Pettengill was turned ori to poli- 
tics in 1988 when he attended a 
Republican convention with 
friends. At first, he was hooked by 
the glamour of rubbing elbows with 
political big shots. But he 
soon began to see how be- 
coming a legislator, not a 
high school teacher as he 
had originally planned, 
would better forward his 
goal to inflence as many 
people as possible. 

“T want to go where you 
can do the real influencing,” 
Says Pettengill, whose 
cropped blond hair, heavy- 
rimmed tortoise shell 
glasses and business-like 
mainer give him an air of 
seriousness. “Once I gain 
my experience as a politi- 
cian, my ultimate goal is to 
be a lobbyist.” 

Pettengill, who was born 
on a military base in Ger- 
many shortly before his 
family moved to Yuba City 
where he was reared, advo- 
cates classic Republican 
issues such as low taxes, 
anti-gun control and pro- 
life. Sull, he labels himself a 
“pliable conservative” be- 
cause of his commitment to 
not push his views on others. 

His tolerance of other 
views may have to do with 
the fact that he is surrounded 
by Democrats. He works 20 
hours a week in Extended

Learning with Nelda Kraff, treas- 
urer of CSUS Young Democrats and 
a good sparring partner in the daily 
debates they have. He also shares 
his Arden-area apartment with three 
roommates, all Democrats. 

“For as right-wing as he is, he is 
easier to swallow,” says Theo 
Pahos, an intern at a lobbying firm, 
a staunch Democrat and one of 
Pettengill’s roommates. “He won’t 
shove his views down your throat. 
He’s a Bush. He has that kind of 
Savvy to know where people stand.” 

The president is, in fact, one of 
Pettengill’s heroes. “I’m a big Bush 
fan,” says Pettengill, who regularly 
submits letters to the editor suppos- 
edly exposing such liberals as ex- 
CIA agent Philip Agee, who he la- 
bels a “traitor.” “Bush really has 
strong conservative views. That's 
what people want. They’re ured of 
an America that has a superior econ- 
omy, but a lower education than 
other countries.” 

In Pettengill’s eyes, America’s 
future depends on keeping the nu- 
clear family intact. His support for 
the classic Republican “family val- 
ues” party line comes out of per- 
sonal experience. As a latch-key 
kid, both his Bntish-born mother 
and stern military father worked. He 
Says that although it made him inde- 
pendent, it gave him an insider view 
on how families become estranecd. 

“He is the epitome of the nice 
guy, Says Robert Becker, campai gii 
manager for Assemblyman Tim 
Leslie and a personal friend. “He’s 
fnendly. He’s successful in politics 
because he bends over backwards to 
help people.” 

Pettengill spends most of his ime 
posting flyers, making phone calls, 
going door-to-door and attending 
meetings — all in the name of the 
Republican Party. He does have a 
girlfriend, and she, too, is active in 
the party. 

“I get by on four hours a sleep a 
night,” says Pettengill.” The rest of 
my time is spent doing Republican 
things.” 









Some people might call Nelda 
Kraff an overachiever. 

This 25-year-old curly-haired 
dynamo handles her duties at the 
Extended Learning office with a 
quick and charming wit. On the 
side, she is a union representative 
(which includes teaching work- 
shops), pursues her master’s degree 
in school counseling, and she serves 
as the tre&surer for the CSUS Young 
Democrats. 

“The purpose of the Young 
Democrats is to keep people in- 
formed about what is going on po- 
litically, no matter what their politi- 
cal persuasion is. We want them to 
know that they can make a differ- 
ence,” said Kraff. 

Kraff says that as a umion repre- 
sentative, she saw this in action in 
the recent resignation of Chancellor 
Ann Reynolds. She says that she felt 
a minor victory for the California 
State Employees Association for 
having some part in the ousting of 
the Chancellor. 

“Every little bit makes a differ- 
ence.” 

Kraff says that the CSUS Young 
Democrats started last September, 
but didn’t elect officers until Janu- 
ary. Her role as treasurer involves 
handling the money, setting up 
rooms and participating in voter 
registration. 

Every Wednesday, the Young 
Democrats can be seen on the quad 
registering voters and handing out 
Democratic literature. “Those vot- 
ers who are Democrats, we talk to 
about the club,” she says. “There are 
a lot of liberals and Democrats on 
the CSUS campus who don’t know 
that we exist.” 

Kraff’s interest in democracy 
extends outside of the campus. She 
plans to become involved with the 
Capital City Democrats. Kraff has 
worked on Attorney General John 
Van de Kamp’s initiative and would 
like to work in the primaries. 

This summer, Kraff plans to 
study at the University of Hei- 
delberg in Germany. The trip serves 
a dual purpose for Kraff. An Army 
brat, Kraff was born in Ausburg, 
Germany and has always wanted to 
return.

Berlin wall, she says she 1s 
witnessing history. 

“I want to see what's 
going on, with the reunifica- 
tion of East and West Ger- 
many,” she says. “I'll be 
there for five weeks. In that 
period of time, you start to 
get a feel for the culture of 
the country and an idea of 
what it is like to live there.” 

Kraff says the trip will 
give her an overall educa- 
tion; not only academically 
but politically. 

“Everyone I know wants 
me to bring back a piece of 
the wall.” 

Kraff’s political roots 
were grounded when she 
began college. “My family 
is not Democratic, my par- 
ents don’t even vote,” she 
says. “But once I started 
going to college, the issues | 
found most important were 
affiliated with the Demo- 
cratic platform.” 

Kraff grew up in a work- 
ing-class family and says 
she’s lucky to have had the 
opportunity to attend college. It 
fuels her Democratic views, she 
says. 

“I know what it’s like to struggle. 
I understand social concerns, be- 
cause I’ve been on the hard side of 
the tracks. I want to help others who 
are in the same boat that I was.” 

Young Democrats President Dan 
Weitzman says of Kraff, “She’s the 
heart and soul of the club.” 

A government major, Weitzman 
was appalled at the lack of demo- 
cratic representation on the CSUS 
campus. So Weitzman, Kraff and a 
few others started the Young Demo- 
crats. 

“Democrats should have as much 
representation as the Republicans, 
especially since the Democrats 
started as a grass roots effort,” he 
says. 

At the present time the club has 
30 members, and recently attended 
the National Democratic Conven- 
tion held in Los Angeles and were 
also involved in CSUS Earth Day 
activities. 
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Nelda Kraff, treasurer of CSUS Young Democrats, is “The heart and soul of the club.” 


Some members recently helped 
women break through picket lines at 
a Sacramento abortion clinic. 

“For me, being involved with the 
club isn’t like doing something ex- 
tra,” says Kraff. “I believe that ev- 
eryone should be informed and in- 
volved with something that can 
make a difference.”

“He and I get along 
greai, but we don’t agree on one 
single political issue!” 

Pettengill agrees. “It’s good to 
see that there are other people at 
CSUS who are interested in issues.

Renfrow, 21, the daughter of

public waterways, he built his 
own man-made lake called Wet- 
Set in the Mohavi Desert. 

“Basically, when I was grow- 
ing up I was just a weekend 
skier,” said Renfrow as her fam- 
ily traveled t© WetSet each 
weekend, making the two hour 
drive from their home Fridays 
after school. 

Renfrow began competeing 
when she was 9 and won her 
first competition in junior girls 
slalom at 12 when she took sec- 
ond place in the Western Re- 
gional Championships. This 
placing qualifiedhertos* in Na- 
uonals in Tilinois. 

“From then on things pro- 
gressed at a steady pace,” she 
said. A year later, she won junior 
girls overall. 

When Renfrow tumed 16 she 
began to spend summers working 
and training at Horten Lakes 


Waterski School. She started out 
as a boat driver, and after working 
there for four years she ended as 
a head instructor. 

She took one summer off to 
work at a Southern California 
sports rehabilitation center to see 
if she wanted to become a sports 
therapist. She became interested 
in sports therapy due to three 
serious injuries (two waterskiing, 
one playing volleyball) and was

Several aspects influenced 
her decision to come to school at 
CSUS. She said that the water- 
ski team recruited her into their 
young program that could offer 
her the top women’s spot.

Throughout her intercolle- 
giate skiing career at CSUS she 
has remained undefeated.

In 1988 she won the Women’s 
Overall Title at All Stars in 
Georgia. Currently she is ranked 
fourth in the Nation, a reflecuon 
of last year's Nationals standings. 

Last year, Renfrow took some 
time off from school to spend 
nine months in central Florida at 
the Benzel Waterski Center. She 
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When CSUS announced plans 
to compete at the Division | 
level, many skeptics chuckled 
that the Homets would be in way 
over their heads. 

Back in February of this 
year, the baseball and softball 
programs were the first to ven- 
ture into the world of big-time 
college athletics. And if their 
success is any indication, the 
transition to Division I., might 
not be all that bad. 

Just check this season’s list of 
victims. Stanford, Cal, Arizona 
St., Oregon St, Oregon, Fresno 
St., and UC Santa Barbara. Not 
bad for the new kids on the 
block. 

The baseball team’s stunning 
9-1 win over then undefeated 
and no. one ranked Stanford (is 
currently ranked no. 1), got 
things rolling. Interestingly 
enough, the big blow came off 





the bat of shortstop Mike Fried- 
land, who biasted a three-run 
“bomb” at Stanford’s Sunken 
Diamond. After the season 
ended Tuesday, the senior from 
San Mateo signed a contract with 
the Montreal Expos. Only five 
days later, the softball team con- 
tinued to announce CSUS's 
presence by sweeping a doubhle- 
header from top- ten hos! Cal- 
Berekely. 

Both teams were ranked—the 
softball team in the top ten--and 
both programs brought the uni- 
versity a taste of pride and 
recognition. It hasn't been to 
often that CSUS has been better 
than Cal and Stanford in any- 
thing. 

Besides baseball and softball, 
there were some other notewor- 
thy performances by CSUS 
athletic teams: 

*Women’s Volleyball, in what 





worked alongside intemational 
skiers as an instructor to pay for 
her room and board and ski ume.

While in Florida, -AWSA 
chose her “ww represen use United 
States as one of two women and 
four men to compete at the 
World University Games in So- 
phia, Bulgaria. The US Olym- 
pics funded the enure inp. 

In February, the group first 
flew to Boston where they stayed 
for two days and were provided 
with an entire arrangement of 
winter clothing, all bearing the 
USA logo. They were also 
prompted on how to behave in 
Bulgaria and taught to “know the 
rules” for their stay in the com- 
munist country. 

The dorms they stayed in had 
guards armed with machine 
guns on each floor, guarding 
them from communicating 100 
much with the locals. 

“The more they would talk the 
more they found out what we 
have and they don’t,” she said. 

She spent two weeks in Bul- 
garia, skiing in an indoor swim- 
ming pool. A pulley with a cable 


was supposed to be a rebuilding 
year, finished as Division Il 
Runnerups. Four Hornets made 
All-America honors: seniors Sue 
Hebel and Allison Zumwalt, and 
juniors Kelly Caddy and Allison 
Espinozsa. In her 14 seasons at 
CSUS, Head Coach Debby 
Colberg has guided the Homets 
to wins in nearly 80 percent of 
their matches. 

*The football team recorded 
its second straight winning sea- 
son, and Sth in the last 6th. In- 
cluded was a 3rd straight win 
over arch-rival UC Davis in the 
Safeway Causeway Classic. The 
program also got a boost when 
McClatchy star Pedro Lewis 
decided to attendCSUS. 

*Men’s Basketball: The Hor- 
nets recorded victories over two 
Division | programs, :ncluding 
Ferris State, who made it to the 
NCAA tournament. With every- 
body back, including talent 
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attached dragged them across the 
pool. In normal intercoliegiate 
skiing, competitors have 20 sec- 
onds to complete a trick rouune, 
but in the pool they were each 
given six, four-second chances to 
work a rouune. 

The experience was one she 
would never forget. “We had a 
blast,” she said. “It was so fun!” 

Currently she has at least a 
year left in school and will major 
in biodynamics, although sports 
rehabilitation is really what she 
wants to get into. 

She won’t be competeing in- 
tercollegiately next season since 
her four years of eligibility are 
up, but she sull plans to remain a 
big part of the team. 

She plans to be an “honorary 
coach” one day. “I feel like what 
people have done for me, I want to 
pass on what I’ve learned.” 

After graduation she might 
either return to the sports reha- 
bilitation center in Southern 
California or move with her par- 
ents. She said that besides being 


redshirt Willie Jordan, the 
Hornets should be ready for 
a demanding schedule which 
includes Washington St. 

The Hornets will host Ne- 
vada-Reno, San Jose St, and 
Oklahoma St. in next year’s 
Capital City Classic.
